At a meeting of the Academic 
Board on Wednesday last an import- 
ant question came up for considera- 
tion—the provision of some kind of 
residence or Union for members of 
the Faculty. 

There has long beein a need for 
something of the sort at McGill. 
Hitherto professors whose homes are 
not in the City have had to live in 
boarding houses, often far removed 
from the precints of the college. A 
Faculty Union would remedy this, 
and would nt the same time be a 
great convenience for members of the 
Faculty who, having lectures both 
in the morning und the afternoon, 
would appreciate some place close to 
the University where they could have 
lunch. 

Another advantage would be pro- 
fessors iu all the various Depart 
mentS would have a Common meet- 
ing place and Could become better 
acquainted with luie another than is 
possible under present conditions. 

The location suggested for the 
Faculty Union is the Olbb House, the 

large dwelling at the Southwest cor- 
ner of University and Milton Streets, 

behind the Engli ring Building, The 

lease for this house expires in May, 
and it is possible that it will then 
be acquired by the University and 
made into a Faculty Union.

Work Soon to be Started — 
Spaces Reserved Rink 
and Gymnasium 

Several important meetings of the 
Campus Committee of Corporation 
have recently taken place. It is be- 
lieved that the Committee had under 
consideration the important question 
of the layout of the new Campus 
north of Pine Avenue, on the ground 
recently donated by Sir William Mc- 
Donald.

VALUABLE RESEARCHES 

BY McCILL CRADUATE 

DR, FERGUSON WRITES EPOCH- 
MAKING BOOK UN ANCIENT 
GREECE. 

The MacMUlnn Company of New-

carried on by Dr. W. S. Ferguson, 
Assistant Professor of Classical His- 
tory at Harvard University.

ers' Club, the success nf our intercollegiate debaters, and 
the enthusiasm of the Muck Parliament, the unbroken record 
of our Hockey Team, and the cheerful outlook for our swim- 
ming and basketball teams. Surely Dame Fortune has 
smiled upon us ! Surely you need go no further to find 
reason for the statement that this lias Indeed ben: an ex- 
ceptional year !"

Hut many of these events though important in themselves 
are merely evidences of something more important. The 
events are comparatively transient; the uwnken'ing is per- 
manent. It will be lasting partly because it lias been grad- 
ual and is stilt progressive. It has taken time to arouse the 
many private and publie ci n-eiciices upon which the awaken- 
ing of an active McGill consciousness depended, but once 
awakened it will requiro many stunning blows to dull or be- 
numb it. The awakening lias really consisted nf the grad- 
ual arousing of individuals to the fuller opportunities or the 
University and the responsibilities which they entail. It 
consists in developing the spirit of loyalty and unselfishness.

The feeling of gratitude to the University which gives us 
so much more than we can ever repay, and a consequent 
keen interest in her welfare, that in tact which is best ex- 
pressed by the two words "College spirit" has been growing 
stronger and more general. It is spreading whence it lins 
never before existed and deepening where it had already 
been. Faculty and class spirit arc being subordinated and a 
broader spirit of community is developing. Those who have 
worked for the advancement of the University nre anxious to 
do more, and they arc being joined by ever increasing co- 
workers. And, as the immediate needs are filled and the 
centre or undergraduate portion of the University are being 
trained in loyalty and love to their Alma Mater, the hori- 
zon îs broadening and a "Greater McGill" is being drawn 
together. Alma Mater has become discontented with the 
narrow confines of the Campus and now only limits her 
fireside by the home fires or camp fires of her sons.

While attempts at unifying the undergraduate body are 
being made, while we are discussing such mntterB as a regu- 
lar graduate fee to aid in support of the University, the 
faculty are making more definite effort than ever t 0 realize 
themselves and to impress on us thnt whether in studies or 
In other activities we arc all working together for our own 
honour and THE HONOUR OF THE UNIVERSITY. No 
members of our faculty to take an organized interest in un- 
clearer evidene^ of Buch a desire could be afforded than the 
move which is now being made among some of the younger 
dergruduate activitieB. They have come to us asking us for 
suggestions as to how they can keep in touch with under- 
graduate life and aid undergraduate activities; such is the 
recognition of the necessity of co-operntion coupled with a 
desire to aid our common Alma Mater. When we consider 
the demands which press upon these men, and the fact that 
they arc already busy in their special spheres, keeping Mc- 
Gill where she is and advancing her to where she ought to 
be, we realize what a motive power of 'college spirit' is 
passing from the potential to the kinetic state.

As for our graduates, we are continually being favoured 
with testimony of their keen interest. Wherever we find 
them they arc beginning to rem!] more frequently the 
memories of their college days, and feel a greater interest 
in, and responsibility for, the University of their adoption. 
Every time the hockey tenm goss to Boston or New York 
its members bring back accounts of the enthusiasm of grad- 
uates there, enthusiasm sufficient to induce men of age and 
reputation to look up the "yo-ng fellows" just for the sake 
of 'old times,' and to chat about the life and problems of 
the University. Calls to rc-unions have not only been 
answered, but the re-unions have brought forth many testi- 
monies of devotion which had never before had the same op- 
tics have not been able to devote the necessary attention to 
portunity of expression. In the past the University author!- 
graduate organization schemes, but now that they have been 
Bomewhnt relieved of financinl difficulties, steps will surely 
be taken to form not only faculty organizations as in Sci- 
ence, but nlso a 'Pan University Organization' to take ad- 
vantage of the feeling of McGill enthusiasm winch now 
exists.

We 
need not fear that the Rticcess of this year is merely a for- 
tunate turn in the 'wheel of things.' Nor will we 'ent, drink 
and be merry,' because the morrow will be a bad day for 
digestion. We will be merry because the day iB good nnd 
the morrow will be better.

IMPORTANT CHANGES 
MADE IN RULES OF 
AMERICAN FOOTBALL 

Capable Committee Recom- 
mend Radical Alterations 
— Full Details 



New York, Feb. 3— The football 
rules committee which has been work- 
ing in secret here for two dayB upon 
innumerable suggestions for altering 
the game, came to n unanimous deci- 
sion late today in favor of several 
fundamental changes. 

The lines of its anticipated im- 
provement are in substance as fol- 
lows: 

1. The playing field, now 110 
yards in length, will he shortened to 
an even 100 yards. 

2. An area of ten yards width be- 
yond the goal lines is set apnrt and 
in this the attacking team will he al- 
lowed to use the forward pass. 

3. The number of "downs" to gain 
ten yards is increased by one. 

4. The on-side kick is entirely 
eliminated. 

5. The value of .a touchdown is 
increased from five points to six 
points, the goal from touchdown and 
other scores standing as at present. 

6. The twenty yards zone in which 
the present rules now provide rest- 
restrictions will apply now to any 
part of the field. 

7. In case of a touch-hack the 
ball will be put in play from the 
twenty yard line instead of the twen- 
ty-five yard line. 

8. On a kick-off the ball, instead 
of being put in play in the centre 
of the field will be put in play from 
the forty-ynrd-liue of the tenm kick- 



ing oft. 

9. The field judge is eliminated. 
The head linesman will hereafter keep 
time and be judge of ofl-side plays in 
the line of scrimmage. 

10. The number of men allowed on 
the side lines, now three, will be re- 
duced to one for each team. 

11. A provision will be made to the 
effect that a bounding ball canuot 
score a legitimate goal. (Note — 
Princeton won a game on ball bound- 
ing over bar after drop kick was 
short.) 

12. The resting interval between 
the first and second nnd the third 
and fourth periods is reduced from 
two minutes to one minute.

Recent years have witnessed much 
discussion on the standard of moral 
ity existing In universities. Statis- 
tics bavc been gathered to ascertain 
the rights and wrongs ol tins con- 
troversy;. It is now the custom ut 
most of the large institutions m the 
United Stat, s to gather statistics 
of one or liioie classes every session. 
This year Yale :1 naiy.-.ed the Senior 
class. The results appear in the fol- , 
lowing article which wo reprint Irotn 
the "News." Keep these results and 
compare them with similar Met; ill 
Statistics which are now being com- 
piled. 

The average ace oi the Seniors is 
twenty-two years, tune months r.n.l 
twenty-one days. The average height 
is five feet, right and one-half imites. 
One hundred and fifty one pounds is 
the average weight. 

The average yearly expenditures tot 
the Senior class .luting the College 
course is as follows: — Freehnian, $1,- 
02B; Sophomore, $1,141; Junior, 
13G; Senior, $1,169. As compared 
with last .war's I. allot the cost has 
increased S82. Four dollars increase 
in Freshman year, $56 in Sopho- 
more, an I $11 in Junior and Senior 
years. 

The number wearing glasses is 'JT 
those wearing classes before entering 
college 97. 

The number of men using tobacco 
is 180, 97 abstain from it. As com- 
pared with previous years the 'lum- 
ber is increased. One hundred and 
seventy-three nun used tobacco and 
111 abstained from it, according t,, 
last year's ballot. While the uunilei 
of men using intoxicants has decreas- 
ed, 157 voted themselves users aud 
120 total abstainers, against ISS 
confessors and 123 abstainers in last 
year's vote. 

Two hundred and twenty-five men 
have at some time during their course 
boarded at Commons while only 52 
have not. 

A very geeat majority of the class 
are church members, 196 are mem- 
bers and seventy-five are not. This 
shows a decrease from last year's 
vote, when 226 vo'.ed themselves class 
members.

CRAMMING DEPRECATED 



or economic geography, or literature. 
He is examining bis pupils pn details 
which, to be sure, go to make up 
these various sciences and arts, but 
which do not n.'tessarily test a man's 
knowledge and appreciation of the 
subject. So long as details will bo 
required in examinations so long 
students will cram in order to mas- 
ter, these details. 

It is useless criticizing cramming as 
long as these conditions prevail. 
Facts will escape from the minds of 
the best students. If examinations 
could be conducted in such 0 manner 
as to eliminate details, then cram- 



ming could be dispensed with, but 
at present there seems to be little 
hope for its abolition— Exchange, 



Cramming is one of the necessary 
evils accompanying or rather resulting 
from a system of education which 
requires the pupils to pass examina- 
tions at regular intervals on details. 
It seems ns though the examination 
is a fixed institution in this coun- 
try, at least, there are no very 
promising signs for its abolition. 
What is the result of a system of ex- 
amination ? It is just this. The 
pupil has gone over a certain rum- 
ber of pages in his text bo () k and his 
instructor examines him in those 
pages. If it is chemistry, he is not 
examined in chemistry. No, how can } 
he he ? It takes years to get a know- 
ledge of chemistry. Necessarily then, 
your pupil is examined on the number 
of pages in his text book he has cov- 
ered. These pages embody certain 
facts, theoretically u nd otherwise. To 
master these facts the student must 
cram befare examinations. Remember 
he has not bad a sufficiently long 
experience in this study to enable 
bim to write from knowledge slowly 
absorbed. He is forced to cram and 
he does. 

Cramming can be justified under the 
present system of examinations. The 
examiner is not so interested in the 
pupils knowledge of the subject as 
pertaining to his influence 0 n him 
and his reaction, because of that 
knowledge, to the world about him. 
but rather, the instructor is Interest- 
ed in the subject as a subject per se. 
The instructor is justified in doing 
so, but cramming is thon unavoid- 
able.

The Mock Parliament met on Sat- 
urday night to disCUSS th.- 'Liberal 
Government's Companies Hill- Tlw 
was not a large attendance of mem 
hers, lack of sufficient advertisement 
of the meeting and counter attrac- 
tions being the reasons. 

There was some difficulty at first 

aboi:i obtaining a Speaker, Several 

prominent graduates had be. n pre 
viously bien approached all ! had ex 
pressed their willingness to act, but 
all of them, unfortunately, had Im- 
portant engagements in Saturday. 
Mr. Plimsoll was then nominated and 
elected unanimously. He, seeing that 
there were not m 0 Fe than thirty mem* 
hers present, adjourned the House. 

The House, however, didn't seem 
to want to adjourn. Mr. Norman 
Murray was observed sitting in the 
audience, and upon being approached 
consented to take the Chair, which 
he proceeded to do amid loud cheers 
from the students pres.nt. The oM 
gentleman thanked the House , for the 
honour done to him, and in a few 
seutences enlarged upon the useful- 
ness of such institutions as the Mock 
Parliament. 

There being no questions to Minis- 
ters, motions, or other burin ss, the 
House proceeded to the Debate on 
the second reading of the Companies' 
Hill. 

Hon. Mr. McCrimmon, Minister of 
Finance, introduced the Hill for the 
Government. He explan d its provi- 
sions. A Commission was to te ap- 
pointed consisting of three members 
with control over the issue of stock 
by all companies Incorporated under 
a Dominion < barter. While -not ab- 
solutely prohibiting stork-watering 
this commission would stop unjusti- 
fiable inflation and would see to it 
that the interests of the public were 
safeguarded. 

Mr. Donald Hell, speaking for the 
Opposition, said that it. was all very 
well for the Liberals to lament over 
the stock-watering that had already 
taken place. It had been done when 
the Liberals were in power and they 
had never tried to stop it whin it 
was going on. 

Hon. Mr. Fisher, Minister of Pub- 
lic Works, gave several striking cnses 
of companies which had unjustifiably 
increased their capital, particularly 
when a merger was takin ; place. The 
Canada Cement Corporation — that 
triumph of Sir Max Aitkin's rather 
questionable finnn-in*— and the Can- 
adian Pacific Lumber Company, were 
flagrant instances. In both cases over 
two-thirds of the stock Issued was 
water. This meant that true profits 
wen' concealed. A company might 
show only 5 p. c. profit on its 
nominal capital, and yet tie really 
tanking 25 p. c. on the capital ac- 
tually Pa'id up. This hit the em- 
ployers when they nsked for higher 
wages, and the public when they de- 
manded lower prices or a reduction 
of the t n rlfl. 

Hon. Hugh Griffith, Minister of 
Agriculture, instanced the RetWay 
Commission as ,,n example of suc- 
cessful government regulation similar 
to that proposed for Companies. 

Mr. McNaughton, leader of the Op- 
position, stated that his party was 



in favor of the principle ol the bill, 
but it was so badly drafted that it 

would fail of ils purpose, there was 

ad mentit f any penalty imposable 

by the Commission if p Company re- 
fused to obey it; the Hoard therefore 
would be mite niable to enforce its 
orders, Thé salaries would not be 

sufficient to attract earaJMe men. The 
whole scheme of the Comtni ston was 
th toed as a piece of patronage by 
•h Liberal Government. 

Hon A. H- Ilugossen, the Premier, 
H.»- t.. defend the bill, if this one 
Commission was patronage, what 
about the throe Commissions propos- 
ed :n the speech from the Throne of 
the late Conservative Government ? 
This bill was a type of real Liberal 
legislation, it was designed t,, pro- 
tect th' people from the encroach- 
ments of the big corporations, and 
to prevent Canada from becoming a 

second trust ridden United Stntes.

PRAISES GAME OF HANDBALL 



Explains How Game Should be Played and Adoocates 
Building oi Regulation Courts 



The following communication was 
received yesterday from an old grad, 
a member pi the trn^k team back in 
the early nineties, which throws an 
Interesting Muht upon the game 61 
bandball. He points out that the 
game really isn't played at all In the 
United States and explains how it is 
played In other countries. When play- 
ed on a large court, the trame is 
Supposed to develop its adherents ad- 
mirably nnçl Dr. Byrne, who writes 
the letter, spoke Strongly in an in- 
terview yesterday of the advantages 
which oarsmen would gain from ulay- 
îng handball. 
Editor i>f Spectator, 

Dear Sir:— I write In the interest of 
ban Iball which, in one form or an 
Other, is played all over the world. 



in Prance, Spain, Cuba, Mexico, Ar- 
gentine, and in fact in Latin and 
Latin-American countries generally, 
it is played side by side with the 
wonderful game, pelota. This latter, 
evolved from the parent game of 
bandball by a few slight alterations 
in the court and hall and by the 
adoption of the costfl ot 1 chistera, has 
beeu so developed that It commands 
a; much attention in those countries 
as baseball does in the United states. 

In Great Britain and Ireland hand- 
ball Is played extensively. Under the 
name of "fives" the game is especi- 
ally popular in the pijbllc Schools of 
Englan I. At Kton there are between 
fiifty and fifty open air courts, some 
of them being roofed in glass. At 
Harrow there are about twenty 




courts and several new ones are in 
process ol construction. 

The ball used at Kton, Marrow, 
Winchester, and the other schools, is 
the regulation hard hall made some- 
what after the manner oi a baseball. 

It is identical in si/e, shape, Cover- 
ing and weight with the regulation 
hall used by professional handball 
players in the United States and [re 
land. There is, however, one import- 
ant différence. 

Professionals and amateur experts 
long BgO discovered that in the mat- 
ter of hurting the hands the kind of 
material used and the manner of 
making the hall were matters of vital 
importance. Thus they found it pos- 
sible to have halls so constructed as 
to practically eliminate the possibil- 
ity of hurt in,' the bands, In the Eng* 
lish schools, however, the old time 
ball, which is literally as hard s s a 
stone, is still used. Having played 
with these balls on the Eton an I 
Harrow courts the writer was not at 

ail surprised to find that tin- stu- 
dents wear gloves to protect the 
ban Is. With a properly constructed 
hail, however, gloves are not only un- 
necessary for tbi' player who has 
leal ned the proper method of strik- 
ing, but are seditiously avoided by 
I him since they hamper his control. 

Handball as played in the schools 
and colleges of the United State- is 
much inferior to th • regular came. 

The use of the rubber ball and the 

size and construction of the courts 
are responsible for this Inferiority, 
Vigorous hitting and "lone play" are 

not only not encouraged, but are 
penalized by the narrow 1 minds, so 
that the novice never takes the lime 
or trouble to cultivate the powerful 
underarm stroke which is possible 
only where there is harmonious ac- 
tion of the various systems of levers 
employed. iHJglnnlllg with the feet, 
which must be firmly and accurately 
planted, as the main fulcrum, and 
ending with the .wrist and even the 

finger tips which give the finishing 

touches to the delivery. 

In the construction of handball 
courts in general and even of ilmse 
at Eton an I Harrow, one important 
'consideration has been overlooked. 
No adequate provision has been made 
(or spectators. This oversight has' 
been corrected in pelota courts with 
the result that this game at once be 
came one of the most popular of 
modern gaines. If handball four's of 
the proper dimensions, say i " by 
21 h i feet, were constructed with 
two end walls and paly otic side wall, 
after the manner of Spanish pelota 
courts, it would be possible to erect, 
a Large stand for spectators. Such 
courts could he roofed in so as to be 
available for (day during the winter 

months. In erecting a gymnasium 
similar courts could he provided for 
with the greatest economy of expen- 
diture and spnee. 

Handball, as played with tha régu- 
lation ball, is an athletic name of! 
the first order, the finished player 
exhibiting uniformity of dcvcloi ment, 
endurance, accuracy of execution and ' 
grace in poise and movement. Con- \ 
trasl with these the Balletlt features 
of the soft ball game ns usually play- 
ed in small courts, the striker stand- 
ing with feet spread widely apart, 
either glued to the ground or off his 
balance, as with tremendous effort, 
sadly disproportloned to the results, 

ho awkwardly stiikes al a ball be- 
yond his reach and control. Such 
exhibitions of ungainliness and inef- 
fectiveness are an eye sore to lovera 
of the real game and in fact to dis- 
criminating admirers of any athletic 
I game, 

I The writer, who h is had the honour 
, of Carrying Columbia's colours on one 
or two o-casions, heartily wishes 
that the Athletic Committee would 
take this matter under consideration 
and, if possible, have one or two 
suitable handball courts ererted in 
South Field where exhibition games 
could be played at regular intervals 
to the delight <>1 players and specta- 
tors, Handball is a game worthy 
of the consideration of everyone in- 
terested in athletics whether from tho 
standpoint of sport or from the still 
more important standpoint of the 
health and efficiency of the race.

Prof. BaskerviUe dealt with the 

four anaesthetics, nttio'is oxide, 
ether, chloroform and oxygen. 

In discussion ,,[ nltlOUS oxide the 
lectin e dealt with the methods of 

preparation, ami the Impurities pre 
sent in the gas, The point made in 
this connection was, that many im 
purities are present which may have 
no deleterious effect but the import- 
ant 1 1» i n k is to know t li.it they are 
present. With regard t,, ether Dr. 
Buskervtllc mentioned that the pie 
serice of alcohol is allowed in some 
countries, as in United states four 
per cent. To this cuise may often be 
ascribed the Introduction of further 
Impurities to the fairly pure ether. 
The reason for introducing alcohol 
is that it prevents the freezing of the 
moisture in the patient's breath. The 
use ,.f ether may cause a body tem- 
perature drop of four dçfroes fahrcn 
hi>it . 

If the ether vapour be warmed to 
the temperature () f the body, it Buf- 
fers a drop of only three-tenths of a 
degree. Oxidation of the alcohol 
and ether forms aldehydes to which 
may probably he ascribed post-anaes- 
thetic nausea. 

The lecturer advocated the packing 
of anaesthetic in small conenin ts, a 
fresh ,,ne to he opened up for each 
operation and the remainder thrown 
away. 

Under chloroform it was mentioned 
that the specially pure chloroform 
preparations from the continent, are 
essentially the same as any other 
for anaesthetic purposes. Absolute 
alcohol has been Hhown to be essen- 
tial to tho preservation of chloro- 
form, n s until all the alcohol present 
has been attacked by oxidation the 
ether is unaffected. Alcohol is not a 
preservative of ether, it is used to 
lessen the freezing effect of the ether 
on moisture.
